The 1949 All-American Nominations 


All-American time is here again. The shows are 
over, the records are in. The breeders have done their 
part handsomely in making the shows of 1949 the 
successful events that they were. 

We have been deeply gratified at the continuing 
interest in the All-American project. Exhibitors were 
particular to get the pictures of their winners in for 
study by the nominating committee, and it seemed 
there were more of them than ever before. 

Ihe nominating committee, whose job consists 
of sorting out what they believe to be the top six in 
each of the fifteen All-American classes, had no small 
task. This year we invited Dean H. H. Kildee, P. B. 
Misner and Prof. George Raithby to do the job. As 
judges and observers they have seen a great cross sec- 
tion of the shows, both East and West, in the U. S. 
and Canada. The Editor of the WORLD served as 
an ex-officio member, without vote. 

We think the committee has done an excellent 
job of selection, and we submit with great pride on 
the fifteen pages following the pictures of the All- 
American nominations of 1949. 


Procedure of Selection 


The same procedures will be followed as in re- 
cent vears in making the All-American awards. We 
again have a jury of 24 members, the judges of the 
principal shows of the U. S. and Canada. Their names 
are listed below. Sets of the pictures are now in the 
hands of each member of the All-American selection 
committec They will vote independently by mail, 
giving their first three choices in each class. Points 
assigned are seven for first place, three for second 
place, one tor third place. Tabulating the votes of 
the whole committee therefore will determine by 
simple arithmetic the awards of All-American, Re- 
serve All-American and Honorable Mention in each 
The Honorable Mention award goes to all 
entries receiving a total of eight points or more.

She is the 439th 
cow to produce 1,000 Ibs. fat or more 
under the supervision of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. She is 
the 1LOIst cow to make such a record in 
Classification 3X During her record 
she had 18 days on official test, including 
a three-day out-of-state check test from 
Idaho. She has been officially classified 
Verv Good 


The new record holder has a pedigree 
of great interest. She is one of the few 
cows still living carrying the Hazelwood 
prefix, being bred by a brother-in-law of 
John L. Smith under the address of 
Hazelwood Holstein Farms, Freewater, 
Oregon. The dam, Hazelwood Bracelet 
Segis Mercedes 2790142, is now 13 years 
old and is also owned by the State Col- 
lege of Washington These two cows, 
according to a letter from Dr. A. O. Shaw, 
Head of the Department of Dairy Hus- 
bandry, came to the college as a gift 
from David Brown in April, 1946. This 
old cow was first tested at 10 years, 6 
months on HIR. She officially made in 
$65 days, 2X milking 18,224 Ibs. milk, 
575.8 lbs. fat.

Raymondale Ormsby King (E.), senior 
herd sire owned by Leon A. Piguet, Na- 
tional Association Director and President 
of the New York Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation, East Aurora, N. Y., has recently 
been awarded the “Extra” rating in Can- 
ada. This is the highest selective registry 
rating for bulls given by the Canadian 
Association, corresponding to the Gold 
Medal rating of the American Association. 
“King” was classified Excellent last year 
at 12 years of age. 

This 13-year-old sire was bred by Ray- 
mondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Que., as his 
name indicates. He was sired by Montvic 
Pacemaker 104095, a double grandson of 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, sired by Mont- 
vic Chieftain and out of Montvic Rag 
Apple Pietje (1043 F., 4.5% at 3y, 4X). 
Pacemaker was a maternal and 7-8 brother 
to Montvic Bonheur Pietje B. 

On his dam's side, King is a maternal 
brother of the twice Reserve All-Ameri- 
can, Raymondale Lawrence (formerly in 
service in the Alson Weller herd at Low- 
ville, N. Y.). His dam was Raymondale 
Ormsby with a 4X record of 17.313 Ibs. 
milk, 3.75%, 650 lbs. fat, she a daughter 
of the Reserve All-American Brookholm 
Inka from a daughter of Admiral Ormsby 
Fobes. 

King was first purchased as a 9-months- 
old calf by W. W. Gardhouse, for the 
York County Home at Newmarket, Ont. 
Here he was used largely on daughters 
of Montvic Chieftain 3rd, increasing the 
fat production on every daughter and 
the milk on all but one. One of his 
sons, purchased by John Greenwood, Ken- 
evelyn Rag Apple Supreme, now has 
three North American champion daugh- 
ters 

By 1940 the County Home herd was 
made up almost entirely of King daugh- 
ters, so he was sold to Chapman Bros. 
and Wm. Clarkson & Son, neighbors at 
Weston. Here again he is reported to 
have done a wonderful job of siring both 
improved type and high production. 

King now has 37 tested daughters with 
102 records averaging 14,414 Ibs. milk, 
3.85%, 556 Ibs. fat; all but one on 2X, 
41 in 305d, 33 at 2 years, 22 at 3 years, 
22 at 4 years, 25 mature (average age 
$y 272d). He had 11 daughters graded 
“Very Good” and 28 graded “Good Plus” 
(in Canada). 

Two of his ROP Honor List daughters 
are full sisters of the Kenevelyn Rag 
Apple Supreme bull that headed the 
Greenwood herd. They are Kenevelyn

King was next sold by Chapmans and 
Clarksons in January 1945, to Myron J. 
Hoxie of Windsor, Conn. Two years 
later, almost to the day, he was again 
sold, this time to his present owner, 
Leon A. Piguet, for whom he has been 
in service for nearly three years. 


Mr. Hoxie is farm manager of the 
Loomis School for Boys, and while King 
was owned by him personally, the bull 
was used in the School herd where he 
now has 15 daughters, 11 of which have 
freshened, all reported to be milking 
well, carrying good udders, and giving 
promise of development into very good 
They are averaging about 3.8% 
test, substantially higher than their dams. 
The first one to finish made about 380 
Ibs. fat in 305 days, 2X. His best 2- 
year-old here has milked 62 Ibs. in a 
day.

At Mr. Piguet’s Noel Farms, King has 
been used as heavily as his advanced age 
would permit. About 40 cows a year 
have been settled to his services, with 
38 of his daughters now being developed, 
and approximately 30 cows in calf to him. 
And of course, he is still in service, at 
the age of 13 years. 


His first daughter at Noel Farms will 
freshen about January Ist, 1950, and a 
group of about 15 more are due in 
August and September, 1950, these just 
now being bred. 

The Piguet herd was reduced two 
years ago by sale of about half of the 
milking herd, so that it is a relatively 
young herd today. The DHIA herd av- 
erage for the past two years has been 
right at 425 lbs. fat on 2X milking, with- 
out much in the way of extra care. The 
cows are bred to freshen in 12 months, 
which puts a 305-day limit on most of 
the records.

theless, she carried a_ well-supported 
udder and is straight of top line. The 
Governor indicated the in-curved rump 
as contrasted with the straight up-and- 
down rear line of the cow beside her and 
observing the “ewe-neck” to which Aus- 
tin called attention, remarked, “Well, 
here's this type, and a great producer. 
Then you have your high producers of 
smoother outline. Which is right? Whw 
shall say which is the correct type?” Jay 
suggested that the difference would be 
less apparent if the cow were in better 
flesh. A daughter and granddaughter in 
the same line showed commendable 
type and passed inspection without offi- 
cial criticism. Another outstanding mem 
ber of the herd and one of the first to 
be observed was Medora Abbekerk Posch, 
now 14 years old, one of the greatest 
daughters of General Posch and only cow 
in N. Y. State with 907,959 and 992 Ibs 
fat in consecutive lactations 


Lists with figures and attempted indi 
vidual descriptions, usually a tax on 
reader interest, are here presented as 
showing the kind of information that 
seemed to be keenly sought by a visitor 
eager to learn from original sources 
Greeting the working force, “So, you're 
the fellows who make the records,” he had 
them talking about feeds and feeding, 
the 3-times-a-cday milking program, barn 
management and related topics. The 
mixture of shavings with straw under 
the cows impressed him as an “ingenious” 
method of keeping the bedding in place 
He was surprised to learn they were 
feeding a grain ration of one Ib. to five 
of milk. He had chought that a ration 
of 1 to 3 or 3% Ibs. was commonly fol- 
lowed in the better herds. As a matter 
of fact his ration at Pawling was | to 5 
in agreement with the Butterfly policy 
of more roughage and less grain. This 
with 3 times a day milking at Butterfly 
helps to keep udders in shape and free 
from trouble. With his 50-cow dairy 
and 300 acres on the home farm, the 
Governor’s project was quite similar in 
size to this unit of Butterfly farms (200 
acres plus Horace’s adjoining 100. Other 
farms add two or three hundred acres 
to the Butterfly outfit, and the Governor 
has 186 acres under lease and the use 
of some 220 additional). 


The tour of the stable, occupying 
about an hour and a quarter, was sup 
plemented by a call on the herd sires in 
an adjacent building. Butterfly Veedic 
tion Lochinvar, 4 years old, son of 
“Vera,” one of the breed’s highest test 
ing four full sisters, the Governor pro 
nounced a perfect show animal. Digni 
fied of mien, dark in color with glossy 
coat, long-bodied, straight backed and 
of superb build, he appeared to merit 
this designation (he was sold for $10,500 
and later repurchased). In the opposite 
stall, cornering by the entrance door, 
was Butterfly Barney Lochinvar, also 4 
years old; attractively marked and like 
the other a bull of superior individual 


quality. Abounding in energy, restless 
and mischievous, he poked an explora 
tory muzzle over the pen enclosure and 
subjected every passer-by within reach 
to the rough lick of an inquisitive ton- 
gue. Then for exercise he practiced a 
vigorous tattoo on the timbers of his 
pen with a pair of aggressive horns—all 
in play, of course. The Governor re- 
marked, “There’s no such animal as a 
safe bull.” Barney derives his excessive 
energy from a balanced heritage of out- 
standing sires and dams. His dam, Lily 
Belle Posch, with 939 Ibs. fat, milked up 
to 105 Ibs. in a day—the next dam; 1124 
Ibs. fat, is a 4% former New York state 
champion. 


This bull exhibit completed an epi- 
sode in the day’s work of a busy governor 
whose morning assignment before reach- 
ing Mexico had been the formal opening, 
under wintry conditions, of a new state 
road connecting with Route 104 west of 
New Haven. Leaving Butterfly Farms at 
noon he proceeded to Cazenovia where, 
in academic cap and gown, he addressed 
a convocation of educators, alumni and 
students celebrating the 125th anniver- 
sary of Cazenovia Junior College. Then 
for continued education in a_ practical 
field—again along Holstein lines—the 
Governor included in the day's itinerary 
the Falls Farm of DeAlton Ridings
